Former Minister 
P. J. A. Cardin Dies 


SOREL, Que, (CP) Pierre 
Joseph Arthur Cardin, 67, a minister 
in three Liberal governments and 
member of parliament for Richelieu- 
Vercheres since 1911, died Sunday. 
He suffered a heart attack Sept. 29 
and had been confined to his bed 
since, 

Mr. Cardin was minister of trans- 
port and of public works when on 
May 9, 1942, he resigned from the 
dominion cabinet as a result of dis- 
pgreement with his colleagues on 
the question of compulsory overseas 
military service. 

He entered the commons at the 
age of 32 and was appointed to the 
cabinet as minister of marine and 
fisheries in 1924. He continued a 
member of the successive ministr- 
les headed by Prime Minister King, 
up to the time of his resignation on 
the conscription issue. 

He was known as one of the “big 
three” of the Liberal party in Que- 
bec, together with the late Ernest 
Lapointe and C. G. Power.

Soviet Rebuffed 
By German Vote 


By Frank Swanson 


LONDON, — Berlin, along with 
the British zone of Germany, has | 
firmly denounced Communism as a 
philosophy of government. 

This is the significance which 
emerges from Sundays voting in 
Germany where virtually complete 
returns indicate the Social Oem- 
ocrats have swept to power in Ber- 
lins city council in the first free 
elections in the German capital 
in 13 years, and that council voting 
in the British zone has resulted in 
a split between the Social Deino- 
crats and the Catholic - backed 
Christian Democrats. 

In the Russian zone, there was 
heavy balloting for the Socialist 
Unity party, the zone’s version of 
the Communist party. This was 
to have been expected, since other 
parties were not allowed to run 
candidates. 

Communism Rejected 

The western half of Berlin was 
unanimous in its rejection of the 
Communist-backed Socialist Unity 
party with corresponding support 
for Social Democrats, Germany's 
version of the British Labor party. 
The only support for Communists 
came from the Soviet sector, where 
the division of votes was about even. 

Throughout the British zone of 
Germany, the Communist rejection 
was the only significance of an 
otherwise apathetic election tn- 
volving some 11,000,000 voters. Oc- 
cupation authorities had screened 
all candidates and there was a 
feeling among Germans that they 
were voting for government-spon- 
sored candidates. There were no 
election speeches. 

Berlin Campaign Hot 

Elections in Berlin were conducted 
in just the oposite atmosphere. 
There, party campaigning reached 
the level of North American elec- 
tions plus “strong arm” tactics which 
saw beatings, kidnappings, and ev- 
changes of bitter words in the 
controlled newspapers of all four 
sectors of the city. 

It is pretty generally agreed that 
rejection of Communism by Ber- 
liners represents endorsement of 
policies of western occupation 
authorities.

_It is probably a good thing that the 
attitude of the majority of Edmonton citi- 
zens towards “daylight saving” should be 
accurately determined by a plebiscite in con- 
nection with the civic elections—a time when 
such an expression of opinion can be secured 
at minimum cost. 


_ But it should be recognized that a plebis- 
cite which offers an opportunity to the voter 
to only agree or disagree with the principle 
of the device does not go nearly far enough 
because it ignores contextual circumstances, 

In short, a great many Edmonton people 
who are in favor of “daylight saving” in 
principle might oppose the application of it 
if such application is not in conformity with 
the general practice across Canada. These | 
people should be given an opportunity to ex- 
press this reservation plainly. 

In other words, it is desirable that a 
third alternative be presented in the plebis- | 
cite. Voters should be allowed to say (1) if 
they oppose “daylight saving” unreservedly 
(2) if they support it unreservedly and (3) 
if they support it only if the measure be- 
comes uniform clear across the country and 
is observed generally by all communities 
and persons, including the railroads, 

This third alternative is necessary be- 
cause the fast time device is only tolerable 
when it applies everywhere. It has no pos- | 
itive virtues, but its adverse effects are 
minimized when it is applied universally. 

There is the converse situation, of 
course, in which it is conceivable that all the 
rest of Canada might have “daylight saving” 
with only Edmonton sticking to standard 
time. In such a case it would probably be 
better for this community to accept the 
evils of the measure than the greater evil 
of non-conformity. 

Only by a third alternative, registering | 
the desire of Edmonton people to conform 
to “daylight saving” if the rest of Canada 
approves it, can all eventualities be met with- 
out the added cost of another reference to 
the electorate. 


History Repeats 

Somebody failed to heed the warning 
that was sounded by the loggers’ strike in 
British Columbia. And as a result the bush- 
workers are leaving the camps in northern 
Ontario, 

All the dislocation of business, the ham- 
pering of reconstruction, the wage losses and 
investment losses which occurred in the west- 
ern area because of the former dead-lock are 
to be reproduced in the central zone. Unless 
some way is found to end the tie-up and get 
production going again without delay. 

This new stoppage could have been 
averted. It would have been averted if note 
had been taken of the strike in the B.C. 
woods and agreements negotiated between 
the operators and employes of the Ontario 
lumbering and pulp-producing concerns, 

No great amount of foresight was need- 
ed to see that what happened in the western | 
province would likely also happen in Ontario 
unless such advance action was taken, There 
was no reason to assume that discontent 
among the bush-workers was confined to 
the former area, Quite the contrary. 

But, for whatever reason and whoever 
may be at fault, nothing was done to en- 
sure peace and continuous production in the 
Ontario woods. Now, unless quick and be- 
lated action can get the men back into the 
camps, the country is fated to sustain losses, 
inconvenience and set-back due to paraly- 
sis in a second great timber area. | 

And likely enough about the time work | 
is resumed in the Ontario woods, the industry 
in Quebec and the Maritimes will go into a | 
stall. That is very probable unless preventive 
measures are taken in the meantime. 

Such is the result, the very natural re- 
sult, of letting labor-management disagree- 
ments simmer until they break into strikes 
and a stoppage of production. The time to 
deal with such disputes is before they cul- 
minate in dead plants and no output. 


Food & Peace. 


Food is the basis of contentment, hunger 
the prime factor in producing the unrest 
which culminates in war’ The global strug- 
gle from which the world is fitfully recover- 
ing was the outcome of the “hungry thir- 
ties.” Destitution created the atmosphere in 
which Nazism and Fascism came to life and 
flourished, Hitler and Mussolini gained 
power because they preached what their fol- 
lowers thought was a gospel of plenty. | 

The Food and Agriculture Organization 
of the United Nations was created to pre- 
vent a recurrence of this war-breeding con- 
Cition. Its task is to find a method by which 
broad scale hunger will be banished and 
people everywhere assured of food at all 
times, That is one of the reasons to hope 
that war can be averted indefinitely, No 
such attempt had ever been made before. 

When the Assembly of the United Na- 
tions convenes this week, the Organization 
will submit a plan which it has drawn up to 
this end. The idea is to set up a World Food 
Board, which would buy up unmarketable 
food supplies in times of abundance, and 
make these available when production falls 
short of demand, In brief, the aim is to 
level out the “ups and downs" of the world’s 
supply and stabilize food at a sufficiency 
level in seasons good and bad,

(3) The scale of Mihailovich’s in- 
itial resistance to the Germans 
\.as greatly exaggerated by the 
British and American press, which 
believed all that they were told 
by the Jugoslay Government-in- 
exile, 

(4) The British decision to swit- 
ch its support from Mihailovich to 
Tito was not made under Russian! 
pressure, as has been widely sug- 
gested. It was based on the report 
received by the British Govern- 
nent, in November 1943 from Brig- 
adier Fitzroy MacLean. This was 
more than a month before the Big 
Three meeting at Teheran, 

Mr. Wolff's article is a valuable 
corrective to those who like their 
politics to be all black and white, 
and the politica] stage to be exclus- 
ively populated by either villians 
or heroes, Both Tito and Mihailo- 
yich had good and evil’ in their 
make-up. They were a pair of cour- 


«geous Balkan fighters, and we may | 


be almost certain that if Mihail-

IF RUSSIA WALKS OUT 
Daily Mail (London): 


There is talk of Russia withdraw 
ing from UNO in the next few 
months and retiring into isolation 
with her satellites about her, Such 
a move would be regrettable, but 
not necessarily disastrous. It would 
certainly mean a clean-cut end to 
our fading hopes of a_ unified 
world. The defection of Russia 
would be as great a blow to UNO 
as Was the non-participation of 
the United States to the League 
of Nations. UNO would cease to 
exist as a world body with world 
authority, Yet if Russia walked 
out things could hardly be worse 
than they are now. They might be 
a good deal better. The nations 
would at least know where they 
stood, They would be relieved of 
the influence which has brought 
appalling confusion to the Security 
Council and has charged the air of 
Paris with danger, 


The Times (London): Most 
conspicuously the distrust be- 
tween the Powers is seen in the 
Soviet attitude. Russian spokes- 
men have shown themselves re- 
luctant even to begin the process 
of international discussion for fear 
of surrendering defensive posi- 
tions in a world which they regard 
as divided already both ecanomi- 
cally and politically. Their ap- 
proach to the problem of the 
Straits, as to the future of Ger- 
many, Austria. the Danube, Tri- 
este, the Balkans, and even Italy, 
is seemingly determined by the 
desire to close the door against 
the advance of influences that 
may be hostile. Their policy for 
both reparations and the recon- 
struction of Eastern Europe sug- 
gests the same resolve to have 
and to hold wherever danger may 
threaten and to lose no available 
strategic or economic advantage.

ed wandering wagon tracks, at 
times taking off across country to 
avoid the worst mudholes, Rain 
stalls you unless you're on horse- 
back. We came to a hundred log 
cabins thatched with straw or hand- 
hewn shingles, lining either side of 
a wide grassy avenue, 

The collective farm chairman, a 
25-year-old ex-soldier, his arm stili 
in a sling, told us about this farm 
The war had been pretty rougn 
on them. From the nearby forests, 
thousands of partisans had ‘arried 
the Germans, who promptly took 
their spite out on the collective 
farm villages, 

“THEY BURNED 38 of our 70 
homes, but we've already got 25 
of them rebuilt, Before the war, we 
had 70 horses, a truck and a trac 
tor, And we had our own sawmill 
When we came back, we found 
none of these.” 

No sawmill, so they saw their 
lumber and hew their logs by hand 
No horses, so this spring they went 
into the fields with spades to turn 
the soil 

That's kind of slow werk, but 
we had to get our seed in the 
ground,” the chairman said. They 
had 150 cows before the war, and 
now they have only 20, Fifteen of

Control in Congress, Senate 


WASHINGTON, (CP) — All but 
three of the 435 seats in the house 
of representatives, and 35 of the 
96 senate seats are at stake in the 
congressional elections Nov. 5, and 
the Republican party is confident 
of winning control in both houses 
for the first time since 1930 

(Advance elections in Maine in 
BeptOmber returned a Republican 
senator and three Republican can- 
didates for the house. Thirty-two 
of the senate seats are for full six- 
year terms and there are three va- 
cancies for unexpired terms). 


However, the possibility of a Re-| 


publican congress and a Democratic 
president in the White House is 
not so serious as it might appear to 
those accustomed to the Canadian 
parliamentary system. 
House Blocked Truman 
It is unlikely that any congress 
democratic or Republican, could be 
less friendly to a president than 
the congress expiring Jan, 3.

Dirty and Smelly, but Hospitable 


(Editor’s note: Julian Wirn, As- 
sociated Press photographer, was one 
of 3ix men who managed to scale 
14,400-root Liangpoashan in the Wu- 
lai mountains of wild, western China 
in the search for survivors of the 
four-engined bomber that crashed 
there in March, 1945. He found the 
skeletai bones of one crew 
which were taken to Sichang. His 
story of a night in a Lolo village, 
where the party rested, follows.)

SICHANG, (AP)— The Lolos are 
just as curious about visitors as we 
were about them.

Well-informed Bermudian sources 
Say negotiations between Canada 
and Bermuda on the subject have 
begun. They argue resumption of 
the service would be advantageous 
to Canada, since during and since 
the war the dominion has supplied 
to Bermuda most of the human 
and animal foods consumed here 
and enlargement of shipping facili- 
ties would mean even larger exports. 

Bermuda also is counting on the 
C.N.S, service, recently resumed, to 


| resuscitate her Canadian tourist 
| business. Before the C.N.S. ships 
went back on the Bermuda run 


Canadians had to travel to New 
York or Baltimore to get air or 
water transport to Bermuda and, 
|with Americans taking up nearly 
all available accommodation, there 
was little chance for Canadians to 
visit the island. 

Bermuda recently granted a four- 
year monopoly to the T.C.A. for a 
route to the West Indies which in- 
cludes a stopover at this colony, It 
} is expected this air service will bring 
| Montreal and Hamilton within five 
hours’ travelling time of each other. 

Bermuda, rather than having a 
lot of dissatisfied tourists who can- 
not find living space leaving the 
island, is spending heavily in ad- 
| vertisements to warn prospective 
| visitors to be sure of reservations 
in advance. 
| In all, there now is accommodation 
| here for about 1,700 visitors. Several 
|additional hotels are expected to 
reopen shortly.

Indian Rites Mark Initiation 
Of Freshettes Into Wauneita 


“On the Sixth Day of the Month of Falling Leaves at the Hour of 
Sunset, you are summoned to appear before the Chief and the Braves of 
of the Wauneita Tribe in the Council Chamber of the Wise.” | 

So read the invitations received by girl freshettes at the university 
this fall. é 

To those unfamiliar with the Wauncita society—and the courteous 
Cree way of phrasing things—the invitation was explained by helpful 
sophomores and seniors, It meant, they said, that the freshettes should 
gather at 7:00 p.m., Oct. 6, in the university stadium, to be initiated with 
full tribal rites and ceremony, into the Wauneita society. As for the 
word, Howkola, which each invitation bore, that meant, in Cree, “How do 
you do, my friends.” 

And so it was that the the Hour of Sunset on the appointed day, the 
freshettes marched into the stadium to the beat of the tom-toms, past 
tbe blazing campfires that represented each university year and toward 
the big campfire where the Big Chief of the Wauneita Tribe, Lillian 
Genrke, president of the Wauneita society, and the leading Braves and 
honored guests gathered, In true Indian tradition, the members of the 
Wauneita executive wore colorful Indian blankets, and feathers in their 
hair, 

As the girls moved from campfire to campfire, the girls of each year 
gave them information and advice on the Wauneita. Finally each fresh- 
ette was given two feathers to put in her hair, symbolizing her initiation 
into the Tribe, and a tiny bundle of fagots to throw into the Tribal fire, 
indicating that she would always remain a loyal member. At the same

This motto Js 
ibed on the corner doors of the women’s residence, Pembina hall, 
They learned, too, that Wauneita had once been the name of a Cree 
maiden and that the society had been formed around 1910, shortly after | 
the opening of the university. 

The idea of organizing a women's society on the campus had been 
the biainchild of the late Mrs. R. J. Russell, the former Miss Stella Rat» 
tan. Mrs. Russell, during her two years at Queen's University, Kingston, 
Ont., had been most enthused over the women’s society there. When she 
returned to the University of Alberta, she suggested that a similar women’s 
society be formed here and named the “Wauneita.”

Britain May Build 2 Bases 


In Africa Linked by Highway 


By Arthur Gavshon 
LONDON, (AP) — Reorgnization 
of Britain's lifelines to the Orient 
may include establishment of tre- 
mendous military bases on both the 
east and west coasts of Africa link- 
ed by a 3,000-mile super-highway 

bisecting the dark continent. 


The shape of this gigantic im- 
perial defence program was outlined 
Saturday by colonial office and war 
office sources—in Whitehall—as an 
imposing group of Middle East ex- 
perts and leaders, in both military 
and political fields, gathered in Lon- 
don for a series of conferences. 

Behind the planning lay Britain's | 
decision to withdraw from Egypt, | 
the manifold political troubles of | 
the Middle East and the costly les- | 
son of the Second Great War—that 
the Mediterranean link is far from 
invulnerable. 

Colonial Secretary Arthur Creech | 
Jones gave the first clear indication 
of the magnitude of the proposed 
reorganization, 

Base in Nigeria 

In an Interview, the new cabine! 
minister disclosed that a plan is be- | 
ing discussed to set up in Nigeria, on | 
Africa's west coast, a huge instal- | 
lation similar to that which White- 
hall sources earlier had said was 
being considered for the east coast 
colony of Kenya. 

Mr. Creech Jones, confining his | 
remarks to colonial activities, did | 
not elaborate on the plan but from | 
an informed military source came 
the disclosure that if the two coast- 
al bases are established, defence ad- 
visers then will recommend con- 
struction of an arterial highway 
linking them across equatorial Afri- | 
ca’s deserts, jungles and swamps. 

This source said examination of | 
these interconnected proposals 
would be one of the first tasks con- 
fronting A. V. Alexander, who has 
been designated as the new defence , 
minister, and that Mr. Alexander 
was expected to submit an over-all 
imperial military strategy plan to 
the cabinet soon after he assumes 
office. Creation of the defence min- 
istry is one of the first orders of 
business on the Labor government's 
new legislative program. 

Four Point Program 

For months Britain’s military and 
political leaders, echoed and ex- 
panded by press and forum, have 
been discussing the strategic situa- 
tion that would result from evacua- 
tion of Egypt and the independence 
of India. 

The military source said a report 
*submitted to Prime Minister Attlee 
included a four-point definition of 
Britain's “military functions” in the 
Middle East. These, he said, were: 

1, Defence of the inter-continen- 
tal lifeline now running from Gib- 
raltar through the Mediterranean 
and Suez into the Indian ocean. 

2. Defence of Middle East air- 
fields so vital to modern communi- 
cations, 

3. Defence of oil interests in Iran 
and Iraq. 

4. Maintenance of long ties with 
the Arab world and expansion of | 
friendship with Turkey. |

Bevin to Outline 
Foreign Policies

LONDON.—When Foreign Secre- | 


tary Bevin rises in the commons 
Tuesday to open a two-day debate 
on foreign affairs, he will make 
what observers here are united in 
describing as the most important 
speech of his career. 

The central theme, whfeh will 
be the government's long term pro- 
posals for dealing with Germany, 
will be the first British statement 
on the subject since last July and

Mr. Bevin may impose one test 
of loyalty on his supporters by an 
announcement of the British 
government's request for further 
arms to enable civilians to fight 
armed leftist bands. He will probably 
use strong words on the failure of 
the Greek government to moderate 
its attitude after the plebiscite on 
the monarchy, 

When Mr. Churchill replies, it 
is likely he will base his speech 
on development of his United States 
of Europe thesis, with the main 
criticism based on the government's 
policy in the Middle Bast, partic- 
ularly Egypt.

It was manifestly a shock to the 
majority of conference members 
when the Soviet delegation, early in 
the proceedings, supported publicity 
for the whole work of the confer- 
ence, commissions and committees. 
In the past, the Soviet had always 
opposed open proceedings; But now 
there was a reason to favor them 
Majority votes in the conference as 
a whole, opposed to the Soviet po- 
sition, would be detrimental to the 
Soviet prestige. But if all meetings 
were open, the Soviet could pro- 
nounce repeatedly its own stand 
point with the best possibility of ex- 
ploiting it before all the world. 

Attacked Western Powers 
In the closing hours of the con- 


ference, foreign minister Molotov 
said that the wide publicity afford- 
ed to the negotiations “confirmed 


to democratic principles.” It would 
have done so in normal neotia- 
tions; but as the conference had 
developed it was used principally by 
the eastern bloc for other means, 

A high proportion of the Soviet 
speeches to the conference, while 
upholding the principle of great- 
power solidarity, were directed pri- 
marily at attacks upon the western 
powers and: their policy. These 
speeches, repeated one after an- 
other by members of the Soviet bloc 
delegations, patently were not de- 
signed to change the course of the 
negotiations or bring about com- 
promise over differences, but to at- 
tack the prestige of the western 
powers in the inacessible nations of 
eastern Europe and in the western 
nations as much as possible. 

On the other hand, the western 
powers and those among the non- 
bloc powers which voted with them, 
gained little by achieving majority 
votes against the eastern points of 
view because the final decision re- 
mains to the last in the Big Four 
“cabinet.” 

While the hard-worked delega- 
tions themselves are loath to admit 
a small achievement for their ef- 
forts, outside observers can see little 
success in the first experiment with 
“parliamentary” negotiations. The 
most striking and unavoidable suc- 
cess was a bDurely negative one: it 
was the definition in deep outline 
of the differences dividing the east- 
ern and western nations
